The Family of Man 

W HILE Prime Minister Lester Pearson warned his 
audience that the United Nations can be de¬ 
stroyed by the impatience of its new members m 
puUy as by the obtuseness and obstinacy of the old 
member-sutes, Canada was voting against the seating 
of Communist China in the world bi^y. 

Mr. Pearson was speaking In New York^ter 
having accepted the 1965 Family of Man Awarf. 

Simultaneously, Canada was standing with the 
United States, among others, to reject a Wd to seat 
Communist China in the United Nations. Britain, 
France and Soviet Russia were among the supporter* 
of China’s membership. 

WhUe it is by no means certain that Peking would 
have taken a United Nations nmnination even If the 
necessary two-thirds majority had approved it, Can¬ 
ada’s o^iosiUon needs some explaining. 

With its enormous wheat purchases fnmi this 
country. Communist China has become one of our 
best customers. We are willing to lake their gold 
for our grain, but we continue to tag along with 
Washington in refiodiig to recognize the government 
In Peklr^. Somehow this seems extraordinarily un¬ 
realistic. No one in Ms senses can fail to acknowledge 
the fact that China is governed by the Communist 
hierarchy in Peking and not from General Chiang 
Kai-shek's capital In Formosa. This is a fact of life, 
whether the Peking ideology is acceptable to the Ca¬ 
nadian government and Washington or not 

Indeed. It is unlikely Blr. Pearson would deny 
that the Chinese people, too, are a part of the Family 
of Man for whose championship he has just been 
htmored.
